"There  was  no  such  deed  done  nor 
seen  from  the  day  that  the  children 
of  Israel  came  up  out  of  the  land  of 
Egypt.”  That  deed?  In  Oibeah,  at 
night,  a  stranger’s  concubine-wlfe,  by 
base  men,  sonsNof  Belial,  was  done  to 
death  In  unspefl^ble  orgies  of  lust. 
At  Oibeah.  all  Inel.  stirred  to  wrath 
as  a  tempest  stirs  a  forest,  said  to  the 
Benjamltes:  "Deliver  up  these  base 
fellows  that  we  may  put  them  to  death 
and  put  away  evil  from  Israel.”  Ben¬ 
jamin  refused.  “All  the  men  of  Israel 
were  gathered  against  the  city  knit 
together  as  one  man  “  determined 
that  they  would  not  cover  up.  lessen, 
decorate,  or  excuse  such  wickedness. 
Would  that  Baptists  would  be  as  bum- 
ingly  concerned,  as  mightily  united, 
even  “knit  together  as  one  man,”  for 
the  work,  for  the  high  enterprises 
which  are  ours.  In  the  refusal  to  toy 
with  trivialities. 

1  -  Knit  Together  In  Purpose. 

"All  the  men  of  Israel  were  gathered 
against  the  city  knit  together  as  one 
man!”  There  was  one  mind  In  all 
these  men,  and  that  was  bent  against 
evil. 

Not  as  loafers  seeking  to  avoid  work 
elsewhere  did  they  come.  Not  as  busy- 
bodies  seeking  to  hear  and  see  some 
new  thing,  not  as  swashbucklers  ready 
to  follow  the  noisiest  procession  or 
shout  under  the  gaudiest  banner,  not 
as  onlooker  indifferent  to  the  Issues 
of  the  day  did  they  come.

BROOKLYN.  N.  Y.  —  (RN8)—  Gene¬ 
ral  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower  headed  ths 
revlew^g  party  here  for  the  119th  An¬ 
niversary  Day  parade  of  the  Brooklyn 
Sunday  School  Union,  and  nearly 
100,000  youngsters  stepped  out  smart¬ 
ly  before  the  wartime  hero. 

Pupils  of  300  Protestant  churches 
participated  in  the  unique  parade, 
which  marked  the  establishment  of  ths 
Union  in  1829.  The  marchers  wers 
split  up  into  28  divisions  throughout 
the  Brooklyn  and  Queensborough 
neighborhoods.

The  iilea  occurred  to 
her  in  1909  as  a  suitable  tribute 
to  her  own  father  who  had  suocesa- 
fully  reared  a  fainily  of  children 
after  the  death  of  their  mother.

It  was  further  hastened 
by  the  tremendous  improvement  in 
nmehines  and  so-called  labor-saving 
gadgets.  We  may  live*  in  a  push-button 
sort  ef  world,  but  the  individual  still 
may  decide  which  button  te  punch. 

As  a  suggestion,  wc  believe  at 
some  of  our  church  youth  meet¬ 
ings,  a  good  forum  on  USING  LEI¬

It  grew 
out  of  a  mass  meeting  In  Covington 
Sunday,  Iday  SO.  It  was  my  privilege  to 
apeak  In  the  Baptist  Church  at  Madl- 
sonvllle  on  Sunday  morning,  and  In 
the  afternoon  In  the  High  School 
Auditorium  at  Covington.  All  of  the 
wards  la  the  Psuish  were  well  repres¬ 
ented  in  this  mass  meeting,  and  they 
voted  unanimously  amd  enthusiastical¬ 
ly  to  organise  a  Christian  Citizens’ 
League.  Two  of  their  wards  are  alreauly 
dry  by  local  option  elections.  They 
hope  to  vote  It  out  of  the  rest  of  the 
Parish  soon. 

The  unspeakably  corrupt  conditions 
prevailing  where  liquor  is  legally  sold 
are  causing  an  uprising  on  the  part  of 
the  Christian  people.  I  q)ent  the  night 
In  their  best  hotel.  There  are  eleven 
(q;)en  slot  machines  in  this  one  hotel 
A  survey  of  the  town  revealed  that  it 
was  difficult  to  find  a  plaice  where 
slot  maichlnea  were  not  In  evidence. 
They  ramge  In  number  from  three  to 
thirteen.  While  I  wais  having  breakfast 


Sunday  morning,  I  saw  women  playing 
these  slot  machines  with  children  by 
their  sides  learning  to  gamble.  Na 
wonder  we  have  such  am  alarming 
wave  of  Juvenile  delinquency,  when 
such  conditions  psevadl. 

One  of  the  greatest  tragedies  of 
legalized  liquor  and  vice  Is  the  loss  of 
conMience  on  these  things'  on  the  part 
of  the  people.  Mamy  who  know  better 
who  know  the  devastlng  effects  of 
these  things  accept  them  and  close 
their  eyes  to  the  evils.  Those  who 
would  like  to  see  liquor  legalized  In 
Mississippi  ought  to  go  Into  these 
places  and  see  for  themselves.  If  there 
has  ever  been  a  time  when  our 
churches  should  taike  definite  stand 
against  these  evils,  now  Is  the  time. 
Whenever  the  DevU  can  succeed  In 
giving  the  preachers  and  Christlam 
workers  the  lockpaw,  he  holds  high 
camivad.  Two  of  our  counties  awe  faced 
with  beer  elections.  Others  are  about 
to  launch  caunpadgn  to  oust  beer.  It 
Is  going  to  take  the  full  cooperaU<m  of 
pastors  amd  churches  to  win  these 
elections.

Japan— what  a  change!  The  mighty 
hath  been  brought  low!  No  more  wo¬ 
men  and  children  In  gay  klmonoe 
bowing  and  smiling  at  the  sight  of 
friends.  Our  steamer  planned  a  sight¬ 
seeing  trip  by  buses  from  the  port 
of  Yokahoma  to  Tokyo.  The  20  miles 
road  of  destruction  made  one  heart¬ 
sick.  But  men  In  old  army  uniforms 
working  In  little  patches  of  vegetables 
on  the  former  floor  q>aee  of  homes 
evidenced  the  fact  that  hope  filings 
eternal  In  the  human  breast.  There 
were  lines  a  block  long  of  poorly 
dressed  Japanese  before  theaters  wait¬ 
ing  to  see  an  American  movie,  with 
the  U.  S.  occupation  fcoees  keeping 
order,  hungry  hearts  seeking  to  es¬ 
cape  for  a  few  hours  the  reality  of 
present  hfe.

An  officer  in  the  U.  8.  occupa- 
tlon  forces  told  ns  that  If  they  were 
withdrawn  under  20  years  the  whole 
purpose  of  our  government  for  recon¬ 
struction  would  be  lost.

My  dear  Friends: 

Back  to  Bethel!  What  a  week  of 
grins  and  tears!  Arriving  at  our  front 
gate  and  seeing  the  Christians  await¬ 
ing  me,  I  began  bowing  and  smiling. 
By  the  time  I  had  walked  through  the 
two  lines  to  the  steps  of  the  mlssian 
residence  tears  were  streaming  down 
my  cheeks  over  the  thought  of  leav¬ 
ing  them  In  two  weeks.  All  last  week 
It  was  the  same — so  happy  to  greet 
former  friends  who  come  to  see  me, 
but  before  they  had  finished  relating 
the  sufferings  of  these  last  few  years 
I  was  wanting  a  place  to  weep  for 
them.  ’Two  pupils  walked  13  miles  to 
see  me,  carrj^g  two-year  boys  in 
their  arms. 

All  have  so  aged;  are  shabbily 
dressed  and  very  few  have  enough  to 
eat.  At  the  welcome  service  for  me 
Sunday  afternoon  the  pastor  grac¬ 
iously  armounced  to  the  new  people 
present  my  age.  TTrey  all  rave  over  my 
having  gained  10  pounds  and  say, 
“Just  look  how  fast  she  walks!  What 
energy!”  I  am  Just  as  pret^  to  them 
as  ever,  which  was  only  as  pretty  as  an 
eggshell  and  you  know  they  do  not 
Mil  have  the  same  freshness!  My  re¬ 
sponsibility  to  them  is  all  the  greater 
for  the  years  In  my  own  land  of  eonii- 
fort  and  plenty. 

This  Is  considered  the  hardest  spring 
in  history  with  the  exception  of  their 
freat  famine  year.  Nlnety-Ave  per 
cent  of  the  people  are  having  Just 
enough  food  to  exist.  Our  schools  have 
only  460  pupils  as  so  msuiy  can’t  af¬

Every  Christian  the  World  over  believes 
that  Jesus  of  Nasareth  was  and  is  the 
Christ  of  Ood,  perfect,  and  one  with  Ood 
the  Father,  according  to  the  Scriptures. 
Therefore,  we  must  believe  that  the  way 
of  peace  He  practiced  and  advocated  is 
the  best  possible  way  to  attain  peace  on 
earth,  for  had  there  been  a  better  way 
Jesus,  being  perfect  as  He  was,  surely 
would  have  taught  that  better  way.  He 
said  on  one  occasion,  "He  that  taketh  the 
sword  shall  perish  by  the  sword.”
